Mr. Wood had been headmaster 
of Rindge for twenty-five years, and everyone, even we freshmen, who had known him 
only a year hated to see him go. 


When we began our sophomore year we started to make ourselves known. We 
placed some very able men on all the major athletic teams and were still well repre- 
sented on the honor roll. 


By the time we became juniors it was an established fact that the Class of °53 
was one of universal talent. During the 1951-52 year, however, we added even more 
prestige to our name. In football, we played the last Rindge-Somerville game and won 
with an unusual number of juniors starring. In track, Charles Jenkins captured the 
national 440 championship. The relay team with two juniors, Jenkins and Hubbard, 
won the Penn. Relays. 


Then before we knew it we were seniors. Most of us were beginning our last year 
at Rindge. Again we placed stars on the athletic teams and scholars on the honor roll 
but there was something more we had to do this year, something new to us. We had 
to plan and organize. We had to raise money to cut our senior expenses. In this new 
endeavor we did not shine. We were not complete failures and we did manage with 
the aid of Mr. Mahoney, our faculty advisor, to make a moderate success of the annual 
Talent Night. But in spite of our mediocrity we are pleased with our senior year. 


During our four years, if we have learned nothing else, we have learned that no 
personal success is worth sacrificing a friend to achieve. We have learned the true 
value of friendship and we will always be grateful to the teachers and advisors who 
taught us this value, and to the school where we grew from boys to men.

Our 1952-1953 Track Team brought honor and glory to our school by its many great per- 
formances and establishing new records. This team continued the fast championship pace set 
by our 1951-1952 team as the record shows. The Cross Country Team led by Captain Larry Smith 
enjoyed an undefeated season in dual competition. 

In the B. A. A. Indoor Interscholastics, Rindge placed second with Charlie Jenkins winning 
the 600 yd. run in 1 min. 16:1 sec. Bob Murphy placed fourth in the 300 yd. dash and Captain 
George Hubbard was fifth in the 50 yd. dash. Our crack Relay Team in winning established a 
new mark of 2 min. 26 sec. for future teams to break. 

At the Mass. State Indoor Meet, Rindge tied with Medford for the State Championship. 
Charlie Jenkins won the 600 yd. run in 1 min. 15:4 sec., within one tenth of a second of the 
record time. Bob Murphy placed second in the 300 yd. dash, Larry Smith was third in the 
1,000 yd. run and George Hubbard was fourth in the 50 yd. dash. Our Relay Team again showed 
their heels to the entire field by winning in 2 min. 26:7 sec. 

In the National Schoolboy Championships held at Madison Square Garden in New York, 
Charlie Jenkins, the defending champion, thrilled the schoolboy track world by retaining his 
440 yd. crown. Jenkins accomplished the impossible by winning the National title two years in 
a row. Our Relay Team, without the services of Jenkins, took fourth honors in the mile relay. 

Our Track Team was undefeated in the Metropolitan Track League and won the champion- 
ship of the first division. Rindge was the only team of the eighteen teams to finish the season 
without a defeat. New records were established by Charlie Jenkins in the 600 yd. run of 1 min. 
18:4 sec., by Larry Smith in the 1,000 yd. run of 2 min. 29 sec., and by our Relay Team of 
2 min. 03:8 sec. 

At the Bowdoin College Invitation, our Relay Team continued its championship pace by 
winning in the record breaking time of 2 min. 6 sec. Charlie Jenkins was awarded the Jack 
Magee Trophy, for outstanding performance and the high score trophy. Jenkins set a new 
Bowdoin Cage Record, for schools and colleges competing in the Cage, in the 300 yd. dash of 
32 seconds flat. He set a new meet record in the 600 yd. run of 1 min. 13:1 sec., and anchored 
the winning Relay Team. 

At the Invitation Penn Relay Carnival held at Franklin Field, Philadelphia, our Relay Team 
met the Lady called “Fate”. A 50 yd. handicap caused by a collision proved too much for our 
team to overcome. With great team spirit and determination they came from last place in a 12 
team race to finish fifth, in 3 min. 28 sec. for a one mile relay. Charlie Jenkins ran the anchor 
leg in 48:2, one of the fastest times of the day. We proudly hail our Relay Team as “Our 
Champs”. 

The seniors are sorry to leave Rindge and Coach Thomas F. Duffy but we know this beloved 
coach will continue to inspire new champions to greater heights.
